The  purpose  of  the  Social 
Studies  Department  is  to  en¬ 
courage  each  student  to  become 
a  worthy,  participating  citizen  in 
a  democratic  society  by  introduc¬ 
ing  him  to  the  problems  of  democ¬ 
racy  and  the  solutions  thereof.
